Dr. Richard Watson was a very distinguished scientist, Fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, 1760, Professor of Chemistry at Cam- 
bridge University, 1764, Fellow of the Royal Society in 1769, Regius 
Professor of Divinity in 1771, Archdeacon of Ely in 1779, and Bishop 
of Llandaff in 1782 until his death in 1816. 

This portrait was painted by Sir Joshua Reynolds in 1769 on 
Dr. Watson’s election as Fellow of the Royal Society. 

As a scientist Dr. Watson was the first to suggest the condensation 
of the volatile products from coke ovens, which is now a great industry ; 
he discovered that a thermometer gave a higher indication when the 
bulb was painted with Indian ink, which was the origin of the black 
bulb thermometer ; his experiment with the boiling of water ina flask 
with the air almost extracted is classical. In 1787 the government 
consulted him about improvements in gunpowder, and his advice is 
said to have resulted in a saving of £100,000 a year. 

This is the portrait belonging to the family mentioned in the 
“Dictionary of National Biography,” the present owner being the 
great-great-grandson of the sitter. It is given in the lists of works 
by Reynolds in Graves & Cronin’s and Sir Walter Armstrong’s books 
on Sir Joshua Reynolds.
